In reply to the Office Action dated April 13, 2004, Applicant provisionally elects Group I 
with traverse. The restriction requirement is submitted to be improper because the device in 
Group I cannot operate for any purpose other than to carry out the method in Group II, and the 
method in Group II can be carried out only by the device constructed as shown for Group 1.
